Broken in Health Because of 
His Treatment. 


Tells Tale of Misery Under 
Bols hevist Regime. 
{BY CABLE AND ASGOCIATED 
PARIS, Oct. 16. — Of the French 
refugees Who have just been permit- 
ted by Nikolal Lenine to return to 
their native land the most notable 
is Baron de Baye, savant, archae- 


ologist, explorer and one of ths 
world's greatest authorities on Rus- 
sian history and folklore. 

He ig 66 years old and the suffer- 
ing from hunger, imprisonment and 
the privations he underwent in Rus- 
sia during the past four years have 
left him broken down and an in- 
valid. So con®iderable were the serv- 
ices he rendered other French refu- 
gees in Russia during the vicissi- 
tudes since 1914, that a representa- 
tive of the French government calle: 
on him at his home in the Champs 
Elysees, where Baron de Baye is on 
a sick bed, immediately after he re- 
turned here and bestowed upon him 
the Legion of Honor. 

Baron de Baye, whose lifelong 
task has been to strengthen the 
bonds of friendship between France 
and Russia, went to Moscow in 1914 
to ald in the elaboration of the “mu- 
seum of 1913," which was founded 
upon the centenary of Napoleon's 


| defeat and retreat from Moscow. It 


was a labor of love in Russia that 
he undertook. 


fore he was le to continue on his 
way home. When he arrived ia 
Paris he was unable even to walk. 

When he arrived in Moscow in 


the home of Count Cheremetieff, a 


he was at first not molested, but one 
day after an attack on a Bolshevik 
meeting, all the men of the Chere- 
metief? family were arrested 
shot. Baron de Baye declared that 
he was arrested ag a suspect and 
thrown into prison. 

At that time the Bolsheviki pre- 
tended to respect churches and his- 
toric monuments. Baron de Baye 


claimed that he was a member of 


the museum council, and therefore, 
a “Tunctionary’—a magic word in 


Russia under the Bolsheviki—and as 
such. efter a long imprisonment, he 


wea paroled. 
Under Czar Nicholas the museum 


was under the direction of Prince 


Chebaoff. The Bolsheviki put Mme. 


Trotzky in hig place, she playing 


the role of a grand dame in the 
palace of Grand Duke Sergius, hav- 


ing proclaimed herself a patron of 


art. Not knewing much about art, 


however, Mme. Trotsky did not 
bother to visit the museum often. 
and after his release from prison 


Maron de Baye managed to take 


refuge there where he hid in the 


art worke and private collections 
Although rated as a petty fune- 

tionary he received no galery, and 

in order to live was forced to turn 


his private postessions into money. ; 


He sold his rings, his watch, hie 


trinkets, his clothing, even hie! 


shirts. to wealthy men—that ig te 
say, the functionaries of the highest 
order in the Bolshevist hierarchy. 

He learned to paint and sold some 

ctures and to his meager income 

e added what he could make bs 
doing translations. He found in the 
museum data on “the extension of art 
among the Goths in Southern Rus- 
la.“ and wrote an essay on it, re 
ceiving for his work, 13,000 rubies. 
He sold hia last two French gold 
ten-franc pieces for 40,000 rubleer 
and even then the best he could 
buy with his means was a bow! of 
millet soup morning and night and 
herring on rare occasions. 

Aristocrats of the old regime, he 
said, have the choice of working for 
a mere pittance or dying of consump- 
tion brought on by starvation. 

CONVENTIONAL MARRIAGES. 

“Gently bred women are working 
their fingers to the bone merely to 
keep soul and body together,” he de- 
clared. “They are sewing and 
making G@Gresses for their former 
housemaids, who are now me ' wives 
of profiteers and upstarts who can 
neither read nor write. This state 
of affairs leads to conventional mar- 
riages of women formerly of high 
rank, and to fictitious marriages 
with Bolsheviet functionaries and 
Red soldiers, merely that these wom- 
en may get a little more nourishment 
to which this new order of society 
entities them, or may obtain the lib- 
erty of fleeing from the country, a 
liberty which they cannot o 
otherwise. 

“Russia today is organised hun- 
ger. To eat at all one mus either 
be a functionary or a soldier in the 
Red army. Industry is not exist- 
ent and idleness is the rule. In the 
country ruled by a dictatorship of 
labor there is no labor. To have a 
shirt on their back is a luxury now 
unknown to persone who once con- 
stituted the highest R aris- 
tocracy 
“Because of this state of affairs 
persons of intelligence have enrolled 
in the machinery of the Bolshevist 
regime in order to keep themselves 
alive and so help, despite themselves, 
perpetuate Bolshevism.”

record, “Cannonball” Baker last week established a mark for other 
daring drivers to shoot at when he drove from Tia Juana, the 
Mexican border, to Blaine, Wash., on the Canadian border, in fifty- 
two hours, forty-one minutes. 

Baker left Tia Juana on October 13 at 5:30 p.m. and reached 


the Canadian line at 10:11 p.m. October 15. Midway between Red 


Bluff and Medford, Or., he ran into rain and nearly every mile of 
his journey through Oregon and Washington was driven under the 
most adverse conditions. Rain, hall and mud tested the quality of 
driver and his car. The total distance traveled was 1694 miles and 
his average was a trifie better than thirty-two miles per hour. It 
is a coincidence that his elapsed time between Tia Juana and Med- 
ford, Or., was twenty-four hours flat.

NOT EAGER TO ACT. 

The letter of Atty.-Gen. Palmer to 
Senator Phelan, under date of Sep- 
tember 18, said that the Department 
of Justice had not been eager to be- 
gin the suit, but it had been made 
necessary the attitude of those 
in charge of the corporation, in per- 
sisting in obvious violations of the 
law. When complaints against the 
company .accumulated in 1919 the 
Department of Justice asked the 
Federal Trade Commission to make 
an investigation ag te whether it 
came within the exemption of cor- 
porate associations of farmers. 

After a full public hearing the 
commission reported that it was not 
a @0-operative association of farm 
ers. and that the prices exacted in 
1919 Were unréasonable and that it 
had a 80 dont monopoly of the 
pe and raisin industry in the 
n Joaquin Valley. The commis- 
sion d changes which would 
bring the corporation under the pro- 
visions of the Clayton Act, relat 
ing to co-operative associations of 


farmers. 

The defendant. through its board 
of directors, declined to accept the 
suggestion or to lower prices. In 
A letter to the Department of Jus- 
tice the company, through its diree- 
tors, said that it hoped to avoid 
prosecution, but chose that rather 
than to accept the suggestion to re- 
linquish part of the asserted mo- 
nepoly or giving up charging prices 
which the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion found to be unreasonable. / 
In open disregard of the findings 
of the Federal Trade Commission the 
corporation early in August fixe 
prices for the present year enor- 
mously in excess of the 1919 prices. 
which the commission had found 
unreasonably high, sald the letter. It 
declared it was seeking to fix prices 
at which the entire crop could be 
marketed. 

COMPLAINT OW PRICES. 
The fact that complaints had re- 
doubled on account of the present 
year’s prices, left nothing for the 
Department of Justice to do except 
file the penaing suit, according to 
the viewpoint.

At- 
torney Evarts of Fresno, resumed 
his argument in favor of the peti- 
tion for the dismissal of the bill. 
He declared that the bill failed to 
show any conspiracy to handle or

NAVY NOT HURT, 
SAYS ADMIRAL. 
Fletcher Declares Division of 
Ships Isn't Vital. 


— --— 


Thin Fleets Can Unite in 


Good Time if Need Be. 
How Islands off Our Coast 
Serve as Bulwark. 


Whether or not the ships of the 
American navy should be divided in- 
to two fleets, one in the Pacific and 
the other in the Atlantic, is purely 
an academic question, in the opinion 
of Admiral Frank F. Fletcher, U.S. 
N., retired, who is here visiting his 
brother, F. J. Fletcher, 1401 Poin- 
settia Place. 

“Now that the Navy Department 
has decided to divide the fleet, the 
question for the time being is set- 
tiled,” the Admiral said yesterday. 

He recently motored here with 
Mrs. Fietcher from Washington, 
where they have resided since the 
admirals retirement. Their stay in 

eles will be indefinite: the 
admiral deciared yesterday that they 
may make their home here, as they 
both are charmed with Los Angeles. 

Reverting to the question of the 
division of the Navy, the admiral 
said reinforcements could be sent to 
the Pacific Coast from the Atlantic 
very promptiy inthe event of a 
crisis, or part of the Pacific Fieet 
could be sent to the Atlantic sea- 
board within a few days. “There is 
little or no danger of a crisis arising 
ficient time to transfer 


In 1910 he was an aide to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. He commanded 
the shipe which seized and eccupied 
the city of Vera Cruz and was com- 
mander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
Feet in 1814, when he was pro- 
moted to rank of admiral. During 
the war he was a member of the 
War ludustries Board of the Council 
of National Defense, of the General 
Board of the Navy and of the Joint 
Army and Navy Board. He wears a 
Medal of Honor for courageous ac- 
tion in battle. . 
ISLAND BULWARK. 

The chain of islands which, in the 
event of an attempted invasion of 
Southern California from the sea, 
could be utilized as outposts of an 
elaborate defense plan, are the San 
Miguel, Santa Rosa, Santa Cruz, 
Anacapa, an Nicolas, Santa Bar- 
bara, Santa Catalina, San Clemente 
and Los Coronados islands and 
Bishop Rock. 

San Miguel, northernmost of the 

island chain, is the most dangerous 
to approach and lies about twenty- 
five miles off Point Conception. It is 
irregular in shape, a t seven miles 
long and with an average width of 
two miles. Its shores are bold, 
broken and rockyeand with a few 
short stretches of beach, the south- 
ern shore being more precipitous 
than the north. 
Santa Rosa Island is separated 
from San Miguel Island by the San 
Miguel passagé, which is about two 
and a half miles in width. Small 
sailing vessels always avoid this pas- 
sage because of tts current rips. 

Santa Rosa Island is about fifteen 
miles long, its greatest width being 
ten miles. Its shores are bold, high 
and rocky and kelp surrounds ft. A 
twenty-fathom depth exists seaward, 
making the F. dan- 
gerous to large 

Santa lies twenty-one 
miles off the coast from the city of 
Santa Barbara. It is about twenty- 
one miles long and with an average 
width of four miles. The shores are 
high, steep, and rugged, with deep 
water close inshore. As it has no 
outlying dangers, numerous coves 
and mall dan make the island 
— ~ for seaplane or submarine 
bases. It is separat from Santa 
Rosa Island by the Santa Cruz Chan- 
nel, which ts about five miles wide. 

ANACAPA ISLANDS. 
The Anacapa Islands are three tn 
number, separated by two very nar- 
row passages which acre not passa- 
ble by vessel, Its shores are per- 
pendicular and filled with numerous 
caves. The islands, in general, could 
not be of any benefit to an invading 
fleet, though they would form a nat- 
ural protection for a defending fleet. 

The Anacapa, Santa Cruz, Santa 
Rosa and San Miguel islands form 
the Santa Barbara — „ a chain 
about fifty miles in length and ex- 
tending in a general west by south 
direction. They form the southern 
houndary of the Santa Barbara 
Channel, and the passages between 

some them are navigable, yet 
dangerous. 

San Nicolas Island te the farthest 
offshore of the Southern California 
islands. It is fifty-fi miles from 
the Santa Barbara fslands. It is 
about eight miles long aud with an 
average width of two and a half 
miles. The island is generally avoid- 
ed by navigators because of kelp 
beds and reefs’ that lie close to it. 

Santa Barbara Island, twenty-one 
and a half miles west by southwest 
from the western end of Santa Cata- 
lina Island, is about one and a half 
miles long and one mile wide. The 
shores are bold and precipitous and 
kelp fields, extending over a mile to 
the westward, indicate that it is sur- 
rounded by foul or rocky bottom 

4 numerous treacherous reefs. 

SANTA CATALINA, 

Santa Catalina Island, eighteen 
miles long in an east and west direc- 
tion and with a greatest width of 
seven miles, lies about eighteen 
miles southward from Point Fermin. 
The isiand is rugged and mountain- 
ous with steep, precipitous shores. 
The land, with its shores free from 
kelp, rises abruptiy from deep 
water, the thirty-fathom curve lying 
close in shore. Numerous coves at- 
ford good protection to small craft, 
and the island in general, with its 
high peaks, forms a protecting wall 
for a fleet of any size. 

San Clemente Island, sixty miles 
west from Point Loma, is about 
eighteen miles long and with an av- 
erage width of two and a half miles.

The task of rebuilding Chirakman, 
once prosperous village in the neigh- 
borhood of the port of Samsoun on 
the Black Sea, has been undertaken 
by Miss Gertrude Knox, a graduate 
of Mount Holyoke College, whose 
home is in Providence. Miss Knox 
offered her services to the Near East 
relief in February, 1919, &nd sailed 
shortly afterward for overseas to 
engaged in the work which has 
claimed her attention ever -since. 
Putting a war-ruined village in 
Asia Minor back on a pre-war basis 
is not the easiest task that a young 
American woman dould attempt. 
even though she is backed by the 
generous financial assiatance of her 
alma mater. But this is just what 
Miss Knox hopes to do with Chirak- 
man, which, at the time she at- 
tended Mount Holyoke was enjoving 
prosperity, its rich crops of tobacco 
and corn keeping the inhabitants 
rich and well fed. Everything wae 
changed when the Kaber and the 
Sultan agreed to stand together. 
Chirakman was unknown to the 
Providence relief worker in its days 
of plenty. It was a far different 
village when Miss Knox visited it 
about a ago. “Nothing re- 
mains of the village but the black- 
ened ruins of the 200 houses that 
once sheltered the villagers.” she 
wrote. “The people courageously 
returned to the almost hopeless task 
of rebuilding their homes and re- 
cultivating their fields. But they 
have nothine ta wort with herar«e 


Then it was that Mount Holyoke 
College took Chirakman under its 
protective wing. Four thousand 
dollars was subscribed and Miss 
Knox made up her mind to restore 


{to its pre-war prosperity the little 


Greek village. Twenty-one groups 
of villagers, representing about 
thirty families and aggregating 
about 150 persons, were chosen, and 
to each was loaned $200 for the 
purchase, of oxen, seed and tools. 

“The acreage of corn which these 
families could plant, it was eati- 
mated, would ore than provide 
them with their winter's food.,“ Miss 
Knox wrote later. “The tobacco 
would make possible the payment 
of all debts and give the villagers 
a good income besides. For each 
villager a guarantee was secured 
from the Sameoun business and a 
note was taken, payable in a year's 
time, with 56 per cent interest. 

“Now the village has begun to 
flourish once more. Rich crops of 
tobacco are everywhere in evidence. 
Quantities of corn decorate the hin- 
sides. Temporary wooden huts have 
been bullt alongside the foundations 
of the former homes of stone, which 
are gradually being restored. It 
is along such lines ag this that 
American charity, extended throueh 
the Near East relief. is doing tie 
most good. If the Chirakman vil- 
lagers pay their debt next spring 
the same work can be carried on 
in other villages and can be in- 
creased gradually as interests on the 
loans accumulate.—[(Provid ence 
Journal.

Oct. 16.—More 
charges against Senator Harding of 
vacillation on the League of Na- 
tiona—“of somersauking, wiggling 
and wobbling’’—were made by Gov. 
Cox in a statement tonight and in 
a speeches closing his Ohlo cam- 
paign. 

Senator Harding's address yester- 
day at Indianapolis was the basis 
of Gov. Cox's renewed assault. The 
Governor declared it was the Sen- 
ator’s twelfth “flop” on the Leggue 
issue and charged his opponent 
with “attempting to wiggle him- 
self into the Presidency.” 

That the Senator's Indianapolis 
speech was a plea to League advo- 
cates, after “rejection” of the 
League in his Des Moines address, 
was asserted by Gov. Cox. 

SAYS HARDING HELPLESS. 

“I was convinced, when I left 
the great western country that a 
storm of protest and indignation 
was growing. It is here, and Sen- 
ator Harding is helpless in No 
Man's Land. This morning Sena- 
tor Harding leaves the dugout and 
comes to the hosts of peace, with 
his hands to high heaven, crying 
Kamerad, kamerad.“ America has 
heard this cry before. and has found 
that it came from those who could 
not be trusted, even after they sur- 
rendered. Speaking plainly, ' Sena- 
tor Harding deserves his present 
plight. 

Gov. Cors attacks on his oppo- 
nent and his League preachments 
were cheered, especially at an after- 
noon gathering of women here. 


TALKS OF CALIFORNIA. 


Questions invited by the Governor 
drew amplified statements on Japa- 
nese questions from the candidate. 
He stated his opinion that the Japa- 
nese land dispute in California was 
a California question. 

“My judgment is,” he said, that 
the Federal government should ac- 
cept the decision of California.” 
Adding that the land and Japanese 
Immigration questions were internal 
affairs, the Governor said that the 
League, with the Hitchcock reserva- 
tions, would have no ju n 
over them. 

“When Japan is so greatly inter- 
ested?” a woman asked. 

“Most certainly,” he replied. “This 
is a white man’s country, not a yel- 
low man’s country.” 
Reference to alleged circulation 
of false and deceitful propaganda 
by a Republican -organization re- 
garding an editorial in his news- 
papers six years ago criticising trav- 
eling men was made by the Governor 
tonght at the armory. 
Explaining that the editorial had 
been repudiated, Gov. Cox said Cole- 
man Dupont, Republican national 
committeeman from Delaware, head- 
ed the Republican propaganda en- 
terprise. The Governor character- 
ize@ Mr. Dupont as “the Krupp of 
America,” and said he was not sur- 
prised that Mr. Dupont was opposing 
him, in view of his world peace ad- 
vocacy. 
Among questions asked at the

LUMBER OUTPUT | 


BELOW NORMAL. 


Smeller Production Cause of 


The lumber manufacturers’ part 
building movement 
which is now on in the United 
is illuminatingly told in a 


Federal govefnment. This bulletin 
shows how the American lumber 
supply, despite the tremendous ef- 
forts of the great mills in the North- 
west and East to keep it abreast of 
the demand, has steadily decreased 
since the war and is now several 
billion feet behind the output of six 
years ago. The significant fact that 
while in 1912 the output of all kinds 
of lumber to supply the American 
market was approximately 45,000,- 
000,000 feet, in 1919 it fell to around 
33,000,000,000 feet, is pointed out ag 
the primary reason for the upward 
trend of prices following the signing 
of the armistice and the demand 
which came with the resumption of 
building all over the world. 

According to this 82 the 
lumber output from the mills of 
the United States began to decline in 
1913, a total of 44,000,000,000 feet 
being milled that year. The supply 
dropped about 4,000,000,000 feet in 
the following year, due primarily to 
the outbreak of the European war, 
and in 1915 again fell off, a total of 
38,000,000,000 feet being the total 
output that year. In 1916 the sup- 
ply redched about 40,000,000,000 
feet, but in 1917 there was another 
drop due to the government's pro- 
hibition of all except essential 
building. This year the output 
reached only 36,000,000,000 feet. 


NORMAL NEEDS. * 


The country's normal building 
needs, especially in home building, 


were greatly curtailed, but the 
army's requireme were heavy. 
In 1918, when there was y 


any home building, alth a heavy 
call on the lumber ly to fill 
army and navy requirements, the 
output reached its lowest mark in 
fifteen years, the total being but 32,- 
600,000,000 feet. Last year it in- 
creased to 33,000,000,000 feet, and 
this year. the Pacific Coast, 

and southern lumber manufacturers 
have made extraordinary efforts 
keep up with the demand, but ow- 
ing to the freight car shortage and 
sporadic labor troubles, accord 
to this report, the supply has lagg 
far behind the demand. The ordt- 
nary normal demand, consumed in 
all forms of public and private 
building, is given as approximately 
12,000,000,000 feet annually. While 
the mills, owing to greatly curtailed 


operating facilities, are unable to 
increase the output, it is nted out 
that present price levels prac- 


tically all grades of lumber will be 
maintained for an indefinite period. 
LOCAL CONDITIONS. 


Statement of the leading Los Ange- 
les lumber dealers that the present 
scale of prices will continue until 
well into next year. It is also shown 
in this statement that, as a matter 
of fact, certain grades. of lumber 
which figure largely in home build- 
ing have, between May and October 
of thie year, been reduced from 28 
to 48 per cent. Compared with the 
prices quoted in March of this year 
those at the close of October showed 
a decline in flooring, in all sises 
from 1 by 4 to 1 by 6, of from 35 
to 48 per cent.

As result of a prolonged experi- 
ment, the Anaheim Sugar Company, | 
having a large factory at Anaheim, 
has the distinction of being the 
pioneer organization of its kind to 
make use of motor truck and trail- 
ers for the transportation of beets 
direct from the field to the dumps 
and the factory. The proposition 
is one that had been consi¢wed 
often by sugar producers, but it 
remained for the Anaheim Sugar 
Company to conduct the initial ex- 
periment which showed the great 
advantages of the motor transporta- 
tion system over the antiquated way 
of doing business which was de- 
pendent upon horse-drawn vehicles. 
The initial equipment of the Ana- 
heim Sugar Company consists of a 
3%-ton Mack truck and six trailers. 

The modernized method of han- 
dling beets means total motorization 
of equipment. According to the pro- 
cedure in ut by the Anaheim Sugar 
Company, the beets are dug by means 
of a special subsoil plow drawn by 
tractor. No improvement over the 
old hand method of topping the 
beets has been devised. 80 this 
system will continue. When the 
beets have been topped, the tractor 
hooks on one or two trailers and 
drags them between the rows, the 
same laborers who had topped the 
beets being used to load the trail- 
ers. When loaded the trailers are 
drawn back to the highway where 
the truck couples them up an

In another of his interesting talks 
on the subject of motor car lubrica- 
tion, Ralph Hamlin, the local dis-

licht on several dark subjects that 
will enlighten many motorists. 
Here are some of the highlights of 
his discussion. 

“It must be remembered that one 
of the prime functions of a lubri- 
cant is to prevent metallic contact 
between moving parts of the en- 
gine. To do this successfully, it 
must be of the correct viscosity of 
‘body’—-that is, to be able to with- 
stand the terrific heat of the mod- 
ern motor without ‘breaking down’ 
and becoming ‘watery,’ thus allow- 
ing the metal surfaces to come in 
direct contact. 

“All mechanical engineers agree 
that motor lubricati olls should 
have high flash and fire points. In 
nontechnical language, the flash 
point is the lowest temperature at 
which oil vapors ignite without fire 
to the oll itself, and the fire point 
is the lowest temperature at which 
the oll ignitess and burns. Low 
flash and fire tests indicate that 
the oi! will evaporate too quickly, 
permitting friction between moving 
parts it is supposed to separate, 

The leas carbon residue a lubri- 
cating oil leavez, the less trouble 
there will be from fouled plugs; the 
more free the engine will be from 
‘knocks,’ and the more pulling 
power there will be transmitted to 
the driving wheels.”
